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Neighbor held in Hunt killing

GRANITE CITY — A Granite 
City man was arrested yesterday 
evening in the April strangula- 
tion death of Sheila Renee Hunt, 


First-degree murder warrants 
were issued Wednesday against 
Mark Allen McGuire, 26, a 
neighbor of Hunt. 

McGuire was charged earlier 
in the day with two counts of 
first-degree murder, one count of 
aggravated criminal sexual 
assault and one count of arson, 
Police Chief Don Knight said 
Wednesday afternoon. 

Chief Judge Charles vV 
Romani Jr. ordered McGuire 
held with bond. He was arrested 
at his home without incident at 
6:12 p.m. Wednesday.

Hunt's strangled and beaten 
body was found by firefighters in 
her burning home in the 2100 
block of Bryan Avenue in the 
early morning hours of April 29. 

McGuire has been a suspect in 
the case for some time and was 
questioned by police at one 
point, Knight said. “‘We knew 
where he was,"’ the chief said 
Wednesday. 

McGuire was not a boyfriend 
of the dead woman but resided 
in the house next door on Bryan 
Avenue, the chief said. 

The suspect sexually abused 
Hunt with an aerosol can and 
struck her on the head with a 
scale before strangling the vic- 
tim with his hands and setting 
the house on fire, the complaint 
alleges. 


Information leading to the sus- 


pect was developed during the 
initial investigation when local 
detectives were being assisted 
by the Major Case Squad of 
Greater St. Louis for a five-day 
period immediately after the 
murder, Knight said. 

Local authorities continued 
actively working on the crime 
after the Major Case Squad left 
Lab results of physical evidence 
collected at the scene provided 
probably cause for McGuire’s 
arrest, the chief said. 

Primary investigators from 
the local department who contin 
ued on the case to its conclusion 
were Detective Sgt. Rich Schar» 
dan and Detectives Mike Chos- 
ich, Donny Petrillo and Mike 
Gagich, Knight said. 

McGuire has been employed 
for approximately four years at 


Contico International Inc., a 
plastics manufacturer on Warson 
Road in St. Louis. 

Assistant Foreman John Bur- 
da was surprised at the news. 
“‘We hate to lose him, he’s been 
a good employee. He pot along 
fine with everybody here. He 
showed up on time for work 
every morning,’’ Burda said. 

McGuire was employed as a 
grinder on the company’s second 
shift. He was at work when war- 
rants were being issued in Madi- 
son County for his arrest. Police 
waited until McGuire came back 
into Illinois to make the arrest. 

Police said McGuire is mar- 
ried and has no children. They 
could provide little other person- 
al information

cause to manual strangulation 
and multiple blunt trauma inju- 
ries to the face and head. 

The autopsy also showed Hunt 
was already dead at the time of 
the fire, Madison County Coro- 
ner Dallas M. Burke said at the 
June 14 inquest. 

A _coroner’s convened at 
the inquest in ardsville con- 
curred with the conclusion of the 
autopsy and with police investi- 
gations by ruling the death a 
homicide. 

Police said earlier that the 
fire had been deliberately set, 
presumably to conceal the mur- 
der 

A report from Deputy Coroner 
Loren Davis read at the inquest 
said Hunt's nude body was found 
in a front room of her home

Pontoon burgers spark county ‘beef’ 


EDWARDSVILLE — A resolu- 
tion to provide a low-interest 
infrastructure loan to the Village 
of Pontoon Beach drew fire from 
several Madison County Board 
members Wednesday. 

The measure, calling for the 
county to provide the village 
with a seven-year, 3 percent loan 
of $100,000, was criticized by 
Dick Worthen, D-Alton, because 
part of the rationale spelled out 
in the resolution was to enable 
the village to attract a 
McDonald’s restaurant to the 
area. 

Under the proposal, the village 
would use the money to make 
major improvements to Engi- 
neer Road, a thoroughfare front- 
ing Illinois 111 where 
McDonald’s Corp. has said it 


will build a restaurant that 
would provide 71 permanent 
jobs. 

But Worthen said that he 
viewed the use of Urban Devel- 
opment Action Grant funds 
available to the county to lure a 
McDonald’s as a waste of mon- 
ey. Worthen said he could sup- 
port the loan if it were being 
used to entice ‘“‘a new kind of 
business" offering more signifi- 
cant employment opportunities. 

“‘When are we going to stop 
giving grants and subsidies to 
places that are going to come 
into existence anyway? Organi- 
zations like McDonald’s never 
build anywhere until they have 
determined through market 
surveys that they have a desir- 
able location,’’ Worthen said. 


But County Board Chairman 
Nelson Hagnauer said the infra- 
structure loan, ‘‘isn’t going to 
McDonald's, it’s going to the vil- 
lage to make needed road 
improvements."’ 

Hagnauer pointed out that a 
new Omni Bank branch and sev- 
eral other businesses are expec- 
ted to locate on the improved 
road. “The village is expecting 
significant growth in the area 

use of its location on Illinois 
111 and the completion of 1-255,” 
Hagnauer said. 

The resolution was_ also 
opposed by Harold Byers, 
D-Highland, who said the county 
should not be looked to for its 
largess by business concerns 
indicating an interest in locating 
here. 


“Several years ago, Wal-Mart 
indicated an interest in coming 
to Highland and asked for some 
similar give-aways. The city 
decided what they were asking 
was excessive and denied their 
requests. 

“They came in and built any- 
way, putting several small local 
operations out of business, I 
might add,” Byers said. 

But Albert Charleston, D-Al- 
ton, related a similar Wal-Mart 
proposition made to Alton sever- 
al years ago which city officials 
there also rejected: ‘‘And they 
didn’t come in,” he said. 

Contrary to Worthen’s asser- 
tions, Donald Rea, D-Pontoon 
Beach, who represents the coun- 
ty board district containing Pon- 
toon Beach, said that 


McDonald’s officials had been 
hesitant to make a commitment 
on the Engineer Road site. 


Rea said the fast food chain 
had told village officials they 
viewed the Granite City area as 
nearing the saturation point with 
their outlets and cited several 
recently completed restaurants 
in the area. 


Rea said that the offer of the 
road upgrade was crucial to 
obtaining the location commit- 
ment from the company and the 
village does not have the means 
to perform the improvements 
without the loan. 


The measure passed with only 
Worthen and Byers voting in 
opposition.

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Firemen 
contract 
approved

GRANITE CITY — A one- 
year contract was approved 
by both the city council and 
the firefighters union Tuesday. 

“The union voted to approve 
the contract in a special meet- 
ing last night (Tuesday), so as 
far as I’m concerned we have 
a contract,’ said 4th Ward 
Alderman Dan Partney, chair- 
man of the negotiating com- 
mittee. ‘‘The cet voted to 
approve it pen review of 
the wording and language, but 
I don’t see Mark having any 
problem with it.” 

Art Asadorian, president of 
Firefighters Local 253, said 
the union feels the contract is 
fair to both the firefighters 
and the city. 

The contract, which runs 
through April 30, 1990, gives 
the firefighters ‘a 3 percent 
raise for the first 11 months of 
the contract with an additional 
1 percent raise in its final 
month. It still must be given a 
final review by City Attorney 
Mark Goldenberg. 

“Our actual monetary gain 
is below the CPI (consumer

EDWARDSVILLE — The 
Madison County Jail is in good 
shape with the leaks in its 
plumbing plugged and a fresh 
coat of paint on the walls, 
according to an inspection 
report filed this week by the 
Illinois Department of Correc- 
tions. 

Since a state inspection last 
year, jail officials have 
repaired the plumbing and 
completed interior painting, 
according to the report of Ron- 
nie Wells, IDOC detention con- 
sultant 

Wells said he interviewed 70 
immates and did not receive a 
single complaint about jail con- 
ditions. 

But the county needs to hire 
more female officers at the 
jail, Wells said.

number of 


jail gets state OK. 


female officers should be hired 
to assure one for each shift,” 
he reported. 

‘The county won't be able to 
hire more women to work in 
the jail for a while, said Sheriff 
Bob Churchich. 


“The only time we have a 
situation of no female officer on 
duty at the jail is when there’s 
a conflict of days off,’’ Chur- 
chich said. ‘‘More times than 
not we have a female officer on 
duty.” 

When there is no female offi- 
cer present a male officer 
makes the half-hour jail checks 
in the female facility, said 
Churchich. 

“This creates somewhat of a 
hardship, because we need two 
officers. to make the jail 


checks, one for the men and 
one for women, but that’s how 
we do it for now,” 
said.

last month puts us in a better 
negotiating position next year. 

... We would prefer a multi- 
year contract rativer than a one 
year contract. A multi-year con- 
tract is better for a lot of rea- 
sons. But the city promised that 
it will negotiate with all the 
locals and, after they are signed, 
we will return to the bargaining 
table.”” 

The salaries of the chief and 
assistant chief were frozen at 
last year’s level, and some of 
the insurance language was 
changed, Partney said. Asador- 
ian said that traditionally and 
historically, the union did not 
negotiate salaries for the chief 
or assistant, but said this wasn’t 
a major sticking point. 

Not included in the contract 
was the union request for an 
increased ‘manning table," a 
formal requirement to have a 
minimum of 14 firefighters per 
shift — two for each piece of 
equipment. The union asked the 
number be increased to 17 fire- 
fighters per shift while the city 
originally asked it be deleted 
from the contract completely 

In the contract, the current 
minimum requirement remains 
unchanged. 

“We feel the inclusion of the 
manning table in the contract is 
essential for two reasons: The 
safety of the firefighters and the 
safety of the city’. Asadorian 
said. He said the issue will be a 
part of next year’s contract 
negotiation 

The two remaining Emergency 
Medical Technicians in the 
department will be elevated to 
pipemen, he said 

“Also, the contract is retroac 
live to May 1," Partney said. “I 
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figure the delay is more the 
city’s fault than the union.”” 

Part of the delay occurred 
because former SraWard Aider- 
man Brett Hanke did not seek 
re-election in April. He had been 
chief negotiator for the city. The 
union had filed an unfair labor 
practice complaint against the 
city and a request for arbitration 
because of the lack of negotia- 
tions, but Asadorian said both 
will be nullified when the con- 
tract is signed. 

Negotiators for the city and 
fire department apparently 
reached agreement more than a 
month ago, but firefighters tem- 
porarily balked at the wage 
freeze for the chief and assistant 
chief. 

All the union contracts with 
the city expire this year and 
Partney said he has already 
begun negotiation with the police 
union. 

“I’m an easy guy to get along 
with,’ he said. “I want all the 
unions to bring in their wish list, 
start negotiations and then settle 
as fast as we can." 

Asadorian said he hopes the 
firefighters contract is not used 
as a precedent 

“I would hope the city deals 
with each union and its unique 
issues and requirements sepa- 
rately, but equally," Asadorian 
said. “Our job was to negotiate 
for the firefighters and that's 
what we did — not for the city 
as a whole 

Each union's members 
have requirements and needs 
that need to be looked at sepa- 
rately. The unions need to be 
treated equally, but that doesn’t 
mean they should all be treated 
the same

Kids and drugs: a specia 


Peer pressure at 
center of debate 


While many experts acknowl- 
edge that peer pressure plays a 
pert in experimentation of drugs 

yy adolescents, the kids them- 
selves aren’t so sure. 

“I don’t buy peer pressure, I 
just don't,’’ said Chris Miller, 17, 
a recent graduate of Kirkwood 
High School and a non-drug 
user. ‘‘Nobody has ever come up 
to me and said do this or you're 
a dork.”’ 

Fred, 17, a Madison County 
teen-ager, said he is unsure why 
he started using drugs. ‘‘I don’t 
want to say it was because of 
fest pressure because I don't 

feel I was pressured into any- 
thing. Fred recently went 
through addiction treatment. 

“If 1 didn’t want to do some- 
thing, I wouldn't do it,"’ said Lin- 
da, 16, of Florissant, who drinks 
nearly every weekend and 
smokes marijuana occasionally. 
“Tt does have a lot to do with 
who you hang out with. It’s not 
like ‘they pressure me. They 


have alcohol, I drink it.’’ 

Drugs aren’t pushed on people, 
said Lisa Skrivan, 18, a recent 
graduate of Kirkwood High 
School and a non-drug user. 
“You find them, they don’t find 
you,"’ she said 

“It wasn’t really peer pres- 
sure; I just wanted to be accept- 
ed,” said Renee Furniss, 18, of 
Florissant. 

But others say they .actively 
pressured peers into using 

‘Some days I think about how 
many people I hurt,” said John, 
17, of Granite City, who went 
through treatment last year. “I 
pressured people into doing it 

cause I hated to get high 
alone.” 

Most kids think of peer pres- 
sure as being an effort to coerce 
somebody into doing something, 
but Harriet Kopolow, director of 
prevention services for the 
National Council on Alcoholism 
& Drug Abuse, said peer pres 
sure can also be “‘indirect.""

Health, self confidence cited by non-drugging teens . 


Drugs and alcohol may be readily available 
throughout area, but not all teen-agers use or 
experiment with them. So far in their lives, some 
teen-agers have chosen to stay away from the sub- 
stances. 

Dave Hammond, 18, a recent graduate of Kirk- 
wood High School, said when he has been offered 
drugs at a party, he just declines. ‘“‘They (drug 
users) tend to gel'away from me.” 

Dave said he doesn’t use drugs primarily 
because of the health hazards associated with drug 
use. He also wouldn't want to support any cult or 

ang activity with money he would spend on 

rugs. 

“JT never felt the need to get high,’ he said 
“I’m more secure than a lot of people. 1 like 
myself.’” 

Lisa Luecke, 16, a senior at Kirkwood High 
School, said she, too, has been at parties where 
other teen-agers used drugs. 

“I choose not to,’’ she said. ‘‘People accept my 
choice not to do drugs.”” 

Lisa said her religion is a ‘‘strong factor’ in her 
decision not to use. 


“I don’t think God would like it,’’ she said 
“You're sup} ed to make the most out of your 
life. Doing is not making the most out of 
your life. 

“It (doing drugs) doesn't seem like something 
important to me,” she said. ‘‘My life shouldn't 
have to revolve around something like that.’’ Lisa 
also believes a teen-ager’s family has a lot to do 
with the decision to use or not use drugs. 


“I know if I disappointed my family, I'd feel so 


guilty," she said. “They always have had real 
high expectations of me.” 
Sue Allen, 18, a recent graduate of Kirkwood 


High School, said she has been asked if she ever 
ied drugs, but has not been offered drugs per se. 
She thinks the question is an indirect way of find- 
ing out her feelings on the subject. 

Sue said all she hears is how bad drugs are for 
you, how families break apart because of drugs, 
how recovering addicts have to rebuild their lives 

“There’s no way I'm going to jeopardize my life 
like that,’’ she said of drug use. “I think about 
myself—what is this going to do to me, my educa- 
tion. I can’t give that up for some stupid thing.” 





At parties, she sees people smoking marijuana. 
“That's their excitement. I'd rather dance.”’ 

Chris Miller, 17, a recent graduate of Clayton 
High School, said when he sees kids using drugs, 
“T separate myself from it.” 

“I see what it does to people. They say they’re 
having a good time. It doesn’t look like it to me.” 

Although Chris said he has had alcohol at 
parties in the past, “TI don’t like the taste of the 
stuff, honestly,” he said. ‘‘It’s been a year since 
I've had anything. 

Chris thinks his parents have had a big influ- 
ence on his decision not to use . ‘My parents 
are real strict,’’ he explains. ink a lot of it 
goes back to the parents.’’ 

Although his parents never gave him ‘‘the stan- 
dard lecture," he saw how they reacted to his 
older sister. 

“They got the message across,’’ he said. ‘‘My 
dad has made it very clear to me" that drug 
usage is unacceptable. : 

“I respect my Dad's opinion,”’ he said. 

Lisa Skrivan, 18, a recent graduate of Clayton 
High School, was with acquaintances who lit up a 





joint. ‘I just left the room and came back in 20 
minutes. They didn't really say anything to me. I 
didn’t want to be around it.”’ 

She doesn’t want to harm her body with drugs 


or alcohol, and she has seen the effects drugs can 
have on an individual 


“I know someone who had some major problems 
(with drugs),”’ Lisa said, adding the individual had 
“a bad experience. It’s real scary.” 

Even tho these teen-agers have all decided 
not to use , they don't know why some of 
their peers decide otherwise. 


“I do know people I like and respect and do 
drugs. I think why? Why would they mess up their 
lives?"? Sue said. ‘Maybe they’re insecure or the 
think they can’t have fun any other way. It’s ail 
the way you're raised I think: It’s just how strong 
you are, yourself.”’ 


Sue thinks drug usage starts ‘real innocently 
They think about drugs, just enjoying themselves. 
Then it totally flip-flops. They start getting into it 
really bad. The only way to function is to use 
those drugs. I don’t understand.”’

Later that night the two went 
to the Florissant Civic Center 
park pavilion where they hung 
out with schoolmates and drank. 

It was at the park later that 
same school year where Renee 
first tried marijuana. ‘tA bunch 
of people were already high,” 
she said. ‘tA friend said to me, 
‘You want to get high?’ I said, 
‘No,’ and I felt stupid (for say- 
ing so). He said, ‘Don’t worry. 
T'll stay with you. 

“We went to the slide (on the 
nearby playground) and smoked 
a joint. I liked it. It was fun. It 
was something to do.”’ 

Others say they started using 
drugs for a different reason: to 
escape from emotional pain of 
family and personal problems. 

Children coming from homes 
that lack ‘‘a sense of purpose” 
or that are ‘dysfunctional’ are 
at risk of abusing drugs and 
becoming addicts, said Dr. 
David Ohlms, medical director 
of the St. Louis Program at Dea- 
coness Hospital and medical 
director of the St. Charles pro- 
gram at St. Joseph Health Cen- 
ter in St. Charles. 

Broken homes and the use of 
violence by parents can cause a 
family to be dysfunctional, 
Ohlms said. A family history of 
alcoholism can put a child at 
genetic risk, 2 

Matt, 17, of Chesterfield, start- 
ed smoking pot in the summer 
before i seventh grade 
at Parkway Central Junior High 
“School. “(it was) a lack of self 


confidence, I guess,’’ Matt said. 
“T never felt real sure of myself. 
I just did it. I didn’t really think 
about it until afterwards.”’ 

Matt says his father was phys- 
ically and emotionally abusive to 
him. ‘I’m sure that had a lot to 
do with my low self-esteem and 
my feelings of worthlessness,’" 
he said. ‘‘I didn’t feel like I fit in 
with the family.” 

“A lot of times first experi- 
ence revolves around low self-es- 
teem, a lot of problems associat- 
ed at home and a lot of 
(emotional) pain,’’ said Barry 
Hagar, director of the Christian 
Hospital Recovery Center. 
“Drugs will medicate, make 
them feel better. Once a person 
finds out a drug potentially does 
that, before he knows what’s 
going on, he can’t get out of a 
situation.” 

When Laurie first smoked pot 
at the age of 12, the high was 
exactly what she was seeking. “‘] 
liked the feeling,’ said Laurie, 
now 18, a recent graduate of 
McCluer High School in Floris- 
sant. ‘I liked the feeling of not 
being in reality.” 

Laurie said her home life was 
stormy, her father a drug abuser 
and her mother the daughter oi 
an abusive alcoholic. 

» Jane first thought of using 
drugs as an ll-year-old while 
watching a ‘60 Minutes”’ televi- 
sion show segment concerning 


use. 
“My stepfather called me into 
the room to watch this show 


about heroin users,” said Jane, 
now 18 and a recent graduate of 
Francis Howell North High 
School in St. Charles County. 


“He made me promise I'd never 
do this. 

“I sat and watched this pro- 
gram, and the guys interviewed 


said doing heroin made their 
problems go away. I thought, 
‘Hey, if it does, I'll have to try 
it.” 

“After that I kind of looked 
for it (drugs).’” 

Within a year of watching that 
show, Jane, living in Hazelwood 
at the time, first tried marijuana 
with her best friend. 

A more typical path to drug 
use, experts say, is peer pres- 
sure, boredom and typical ado- 
lescent pressures—trying to cope 
with relationships, with physical 
and hormonal changes and with 
striving to be adult-like. 

“I don’t know where this fits 
in, but not all kids who are drug 
and alcohol abusers have a lot of 


family problems," said Claire 
Nelson, the drug intervention 
counselor at Lindbergh High 
School. ‘*‘Some get curious. 
They're looking for excitement 
and they get hooked on it.”” 
Kopolow, of the alcoholism 
and drug council, said that when 





children start using before enter- 
ing the seventh grade, they are 
often doing so for non-peer rea- 
sons such as escape from a vola- 
tile home life. “Once a child 
gets into seventh and eighth 
grades, drug use is becoming a 
peer acceptable norm,” she said. 

“An i it consideration is 
that this is for many kids a rite 
of passage,’’ Kopolow said. 
“Their parents rebelled with 
something, and so did their 
grandparents.” 

But drug use is a dangerous 
form of rebellion, she said. The 
mofe society accepts drug use 
and experimentation, the higher 
the number of addicts and vic- 
tims from drug-related deaths 


and injury, she warned. 

“A lot do grow out of it 
unscathed,"’ Kopolow said. “‘We 
are realists. We know kids 
experiment, but we don’t like 
it.” 

Linda, 16, tried smoking pot 
for the first time about four 
months ago with co-workers on 
the parking lot of a northwest St. 
Louis County office/ warehouse 
complex. ‘‘We were in a circle 
and the joints were passed 
around,” she said of the workers 
ranging in age from 16 to 32. “I 
just did it for the hel of it.” 

Linda said she plans to contin- 
ue smoking pot, but not as often 
as she drinks alcohol, which has 
been nearly every weekend for 
the past 18 months. She said that 
she and her friends decide to 
drink when they get bored. 
“There’s nothing else to do,’’ she 
said. ‘It’s like we go out and 
decide let’s go get some alco- 

“I’m 16,"’ she said. “If 1 want 
to mess up, it’s my life. I'll pay 
for it in the end.” 

Lucy, 16, started using mari- 
juana, speed and alcohol last 
year. ‘‘My best friend always 
told me I needed to quit,” said 
Lucy, who will be a junior at 
Granite City High School this 
fall. “I always said, ‘Man, this is 
just being a teen-ager.” 

This year Lucy went through a 
drug rehabilitation program in 
Edwardsville. 

Fred, of the Collinsville-Ed- 
wardsville area, started using 


marijuana as a 12-year-old in the 
seventh grade. ‘I guess I 
thought it made me popular,” 
said Fred, now 17. “You don’t 
feel like you belong, that you 
don’t fit in anywhere.” 

Doing drugs gave Fred a 
sense of comradeship, he said. 
“You're doing this (drugs) and 
you have so many other people 
doing it with you,” Fred said. 
You're messed up and this guy 
here next to you is just as 
messed up, so you have a lot in 
common.” 

Other children only have to go 
as far as the family refrigerator 
to get their first buzz, some say. 

‘‘Parents think if their kids 
drink at home, they'll be all 
right,” said Delbert Boone, com- 
munity relations representative 
for Parkside Lodge of St. Louis 
in Berkeley. ‘‘I guarantee you 
that if they drink at home, 
they’ll drink on the street. They 
already broke the law. What 
makes you think they won’t 
believe that they can break it 
again?” 

Experts often refer to alcohol 
and marijuana as gateway 
rong Of teiie hie a to the

high on other drugs, Boone said. 
__ “Very few people walk up to a 
joint for the first time and stick 
it in their mouth,” Boone said.

Insurance policy has 
“limits” on the various types of coverage. The 
policy limits with regard to the liability portion 
of the policy become very significant in the 
event of an automobile accident. If you are in- 
another's driver's 
negligence, how much you recover by way of 
settlement or lawsuit will greatly depend on 
the liability limits under his policy.

The victim here could have elected to carry 
a large amount of “underinsured" motorist 
coverage under her own policy. This would 
have allowed her to look to her own insurance 
company to make up the difference between 
the damages to which she was entitled and 
the $50,000 she would receive from the other 
driver's Insurance. Unfortunately, the limits 
under the ‘‘underinsured” portion of her 
policy were the same as the liability limits of 
the negligent driver. This meant that she 
could recover no additional amounts from her 
own insurer. 

The other driver's insurance company of- 
fered the $50,000 limit to settle the case. The 
Injured woman could have elected to refuse 
this offer and take the case to court. If she ob- 
talned a judgment which exceeded $50,000, 
she could look to the other driver personally 
to satisfy the balance after the Insurer paid 
the policy limits. Whether she could collect 
anything from the other driver personally 
would depend on his financial situation. 
Because of the delay involved In litigation and 
because of the poor prospect of collecting 
any monies from the defendant, the injured 
person here decided to accept the offer and 
settle the case.

Make Costello more accountable

For those with an interest in how 
Congressman Jerry Costello will sup- 
port business’ ability to compete, a 
recent vote by the House of Represen- 
tatives tells a confusing story 

Congressman Costello, like hundreds 
of his colleagues, signed on to legisla- 
tion to repeal Section 89 of the Internal 
Revenue Code. Section 89 was one of 
dozens of special interest issues 
attached to the tax reform bill designed 
to force companies to prove.that they 
don’t discriminate between executives 
and lower-paid workers in awarding 
non-wage benefits such as health insur- 
ance.

WASHINGTON — Sen. Paul 
Simon is viewed by GOP strate- 
gists as a vulnerable incumbent, 
one likely to fall to an opponent 
who says he’s too liberal for Illi- 
nois, a Michael Dukakis in a 
bow tie. 

GOP officials say an opponent 
could zing Simon for his failed 
1988 presidential bid and exploit 
his weakness with Chicago 
blacks who feel Simon slighted 
Jesse Jackson at a pivotal 
moment in the Democratic pri- 
maries last year 

They also promise to resurrect 
some of Simon's rhetoric from 
the 1984 race with Sen. Charles 
Percy, whom Simon accused of 
having focused his attention too 
much on the White House and 
worldly affairs, rather than on 
Illinois and the price of corn 

While Senate hopefuls abound 
in a state the size of Illinois, 
Republican officials have been 
paving the way for one challeng- 
er. She's Rep. Lynn Martin of 
suburban Rockford. a five-term 
federal lawmaker who repre- 
sents the second largest city in 
the state. 

“I love the House. I'm doing 
pretty well in it, I think, I'm get- 
ting pretty good, I hope. I have 
a lot of friends here,’ Martin 
said in an recent interview in 
her Capitol Hill office 

Martin, 49, is hardly shielding 
herself from speculation about 
her future. She has an explorato- 
vy committee going that's con- 

lucting polls and putting togeth 
er a budget (she says she needs 
at least $8 million) 

Additionally, she’s been 
talking to reporters on the 
record about the race and she's 
hired former Associated Press 
reporter and Illinois-savvy Dave 
Fox as her new press secretary 
With all the preliminaries appar 
ently in place, Martin is expec 
ted to announce her decision lat- 
er this month, but few think 
she’ll skip the fight 

Simon is the epitome of the 
unreconstructed liberal establish- 
ment. Lynn is perfectly posi- 
tioned to run as a reform cand: 
date,"’ charged Rep. Vin Weber, 
a conservative Minnesota Repub 
lican and Martin friend. 

Martin, the mother of two 
grown daughters who was 
divorced in the 1970s and later 
remarried, has the support of 
her family if she acce,.s the 
challenge 

From a daughter's perspec 
tive, her number one strength is 
that she is a natural-born educa- 
tor. She has the ability to get 
her message across without 
being condescending,"’ said older 
daughter Julia Martin, 27, a Bal- 


timore advertising executive. 

Before facing Simen, Martin 
could face a primary challenge 
from Gary MacDougal, a 52- 
year-old Chicago business man, 
who is more conservative than 
she on some social issues. 

MacDougal, a millionaire who 
could finance the entire cam- 
paign himself, said in an inter- 
view he expects to reveal his 
election plans in the next 30 
days. Martin, who acknowledged 
MacDougal as a potential chal- 
lenger, didn’t think MacDougal 
was well-known enough because 
he never ran for state or federal 
office & 

According to Simon allies, who 
are bracing for a ‘‘dirty’’ cam- 
paign every bit equal to the 
Bush-Dukakis contest, Martin is 
viewed as the least known of the 
Republicans who considered run- 
ning. And that’s a plus for 
Simon, they say 

Lynn Martin wasn't their first 
choice They wanted Jim 
Thompson, Jim Edgar, and Don 
Rumsfeld." said Anita Dunn, 
communications director of the 
Democratic Senatorial Campaign 
Committee 

Simon has been targeted for 
defeat by the (National Republi- 
can Senatorial Committee). They 
are going to throw everything at 
him. We would expect a very 
negative race on the Republican 
side, because that’s the kind of 
race Republicans run.’ 

Martin, sensitive to these criti 
cisms, said.

Over 17 years, she 
has developed a national reputa- 
tion, capping that effort with the 
co- chairmanship of George 
Bush's presidential campaign 
last year 

Serving as a Bush surrogate 
on the hustings and in the televi- 
sion studios, Martin displayed a 
knack for scoring debating 
points against Democratic 
heavyweights, earning her gen 
erous reviews from the media. 

Martin’s local and presidential 
politics bracket a strong legisla- 
tive history. Elected to the IIli- 
nois House in 1977, she remained 
there for two years before win 
ning election fo the state Senate 
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the bow-tie fall? GOP targets Simon seat 


In 1980, Rep. John Anderson 
ran for the GOP nomination. His 
mostly blue- and white-collar 
district in northwest Illinois 
became an open seat when 
Anderson decided to run for 
president as an independent. 
That’s when Martin leaped at 
the chance to run for 5 

She won a five-way primary 
with 45 percent of the vote and 
won the general election with 67 
percent’ of the vote. Except for a 
tough challenger in 1982 and 
1984, no opponent has kept Mar- 
tin from racking Up less than 
sixty percent of vote. 

Martin came to Washington 
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with President Ronald Reagan 
Receptive to many Reagan’s 
ideas about reviving a stagnant 
economy, Martin cast votes to 
pass Reagan's first budget with 
its defense build up and his 
three-year 25 percent cut in indi- 
vidual income tax rates. Then- 
Rep. Simon voted against both 
measures. 

While she likes Simon person- 
ally, Martin makes no bones 
about her division with him over 
politically philosophy. 

Paul will tell you that he is a 
traditional liberal, kind of a 
1930’s liberal, incredibly well 
meaning. You know, if you lis- 


ten, you’re for the people, you're 
for programs, you tax rich 
The problem is of course with 
that is that it hasn't worked very 
well,” Martin said 

Simon, who declined to be 
interviewed, tends to resist the 
“liberal” label by saying he sup- 
ports the line-item veto for the 
president and a Constitutional 
amendment requiring a balanced 
budget, positions associated with 
the conservative movement. 

Martin said Simon’s efforts to 
trumpet his fiscal prudence ring 
hollow because of his past sup- 
port for government entitlement 
programs that she says desper- 
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ately need reform. 

The intellectual base for being 
for a balance budget and for 
more spending obviously falls 
apart and of course we are going 
to talk about that,’’ Martin said. 

We can both be for a balanced 
budget but the difference is I’m 
willing to make the choices nec- 
essary and he's not.’

For those who haven't had the 
pleasure, Charlie, ‘‘56%"" years 
old, is of medium height and 
build. He has tousled ay hair 
and a bushy semi-handlebar 
mustache, a sunburned nose and 
twinkling blue eyes.

Newman lookalike,’’ he calls 
himself. 

Motorists got two jokes for the 
price of one on Monday. Charlie 
was sporting a T-shirt that said, 
“I don’t have a drinking 

roblem. I drink, I get drunk, I 
‘all down ... No problem!” 

Charlie also puts stuffed toys 
at the east side edge of his toll 
booth island. Monday, it was a 
unicorn. He has a big pile of 
such creatures stored in the 
bridge office 

The first one was a green frog 
given to him by some guys ina 
truck; their boss had told to get 
rid of it 

His favorite toy is a 4-foot-tall 
Pink Panther. He and his wife, 
Joanne, were going out to dine 
when he spotted it in a garbage 
can in south St. Louis County, 
not far from his home near St. 
Anthony’s Medical Center on 
Highway 21. 

He stopped the car, blocking 
traffic, and refused to continue 
until Joanne retrieved it. The 
next day, it took its place on the 
bridge. 

Sometimes he forgets to put 
up a toy or a joke. 

“That's a pain in the butt,"’ he 
said. ‘‘People ask, ‘Well, where 
is it?’ until I put one out.” 

One time he seated the Pink 
Panther with its legs crossed in

a chair. A guy went through 
headed for Mlinois.

Charlie gets mail from his 


friends. One woman collects 
jokes and sends them to him in 
atches every few months 
‘She's sent ‘em for years and 
years. I send ‘em all a card to 
Say thank you.” 

A man out in California sends 
him jokes. The man never met 
Charlie, but he read about him 
in a magazine for railroad union 
members. Charlie is an 
employee of the Terminal 
Railroad Association, which 
owns the bridge. 

Charlie badgered bridge 
management into getting him an 
address so motorists could write 
him.
